Deplorab le condition» 
among

phaned and adandoned children are 
b eing fou nd In many part* of Ohio b y 
the new childrens 
welfare 
depart­ 
m ent of the b t>ard of state charities. 
It Is b eing discovered that in some 
cou nties children placed ou t 
years 
ago in private 
families have never 
b een heard from and that in 
a 
few 
cases all records of the whereab ou ts 
of the children 
b o placed have b een 
completely lost. 
In other 
cases It is 
b eing fou nd that children placed ou t 
are b eing neglected and b adly treated 
b y their foster parents. 
Already in 
a few 
instances the 
state 
officials 
have withdrawn childr* n from private 
families and retu rn* d them to cou nty 
or other children's institu tions. 
In 
Rosa cou nty the other day a child was 
4Hscovered In a home where the foster 
m other was an epileptic and the fos­ 
te r father a man of extraordinary tem­ 
per. 
In another instance a child of 
nine was fou nd who had b een sent to 
» chool only fou r days du ring a whole 
year, 
ile wag ragged and 
u nkempt 
and his fost* r 
father 
was 
said 
b y 
neighb ors to have ab u sed 
him. 
Of 
cou rse children fou nd in su ch 
circu m­ 
stances are taken away at once, b u t 
su ch influ ences su rrou nding 
the early 
life of a child are overcome only 
with 
difficu lty. 
How mu ch b etter it wou ld 
he for those In 
charge of children’s 
homes to make a thorou gh Investiga­ 
tion of the character and hab its and 
Influ ences of a family b efore 
giving 
the child into their charge. 


The farmer plants his field of corn

The cu t worms cu t, the 
chinchb ;gs 
chinch .the weevil weaves its ill, and 
otht-r pests come u p and pincn th<* 
corn and eat their fill. 
And then the 
rainworks go on strike, and gloom 
th*‘ world enshrou ds, and 
u p and 
down the 
b u rning 
pike the du st 
is 
b lown in clou ds. 
And if ou r prayers 
are of avail, and rain comes in the 
night, it often b rings a grist of hail 
that riddles all in sight. And still the 
farmers raise their crops, and nail the 
shining plu nk; none b u t the kicker 
stands and yawps, and what he says 
is b u nk. 
If all men b rooded o’er their 
woes, and looked ahead for grief, that 
gent wou ld starve who gaily goes to 
thresh the golden sheaf.

That visiting nurses may be employ 
ed profitably in even the sm allest com 
munities of Ohio is proven by the re 
cent experience of the Ohio Societ) 
for the Prevention of Tuberculosis. 
For two years the society has had 
in its employ trained visiting nurses 
These nurses are sent into the va 
rious counties of the state, to spend 
a month in each, for the sole purpose 
of dem onstrating to that com m unitj 
the value of visiting nurse work. 
At the present time the society hat 
one of these 
nurses 
constantly ai 
work. The result has been th at many 
of the communities visited have beet 
so impressed with the local possible 
ties of this service that they have or 
ganized associations and retained per 
manent nurses. 
The demand 
for 
nurses who are 
trained in public health work has be 
come so great in fact that at the pres 
ent time the state society is unable tc 
meet all the calls made upon it for 
nurses and has entered into an ar 
rangement with associations in Cleve 
land and Columbus to train special 
nurses for this work.

plished. 
“These nurses do missionary work,' 
Mr. Paterson said 
“They are inform 
ed by the so-called leading citizens 
that there is very little oommunicabk 
disease in that community—th a t tu 
berculosis and similar diseases are tin 
problems of the cities and not of th* 
rural communities. 
The nurse imme 
diately makes a complete survey oi 
the local situation and by the end OI 
the month has discovered so much dis 
ease and found so many sources ol 
general Infection that the better clast 
of citizenship is aroused to the neet 
of local preventive measures. The reg 
ular employment of a nurse usually 
follows.’* 
In glancing over some of the re 
ports made by the nurses, I found sev 
oral very Interesting items. 


Dangerous Practice. 
In her survey of a Southern Ohlc 
town of less than 5,000, the 
nurs* 
found, for instance, a man in the last 
stages of tuberculosis who was expec 
toratlng in a cuspidor which was emp 
tied in the back yard. “His wife was 
shocked when I told her of the dangei 
of this,” the nurse reported. 
“Sh* 
made all amends she comd by building 
a huge fire over the place where th* 
sputum had been emptied, and sine* 
then has furnished her husband with 
paper sacks which are immediatel> 
burned.” 
In another case in the sam e towr 
the nurse found that a woman in th* 
last stages of tuberculosis was being 
cared for by her two little daughters 
ages seven and nine. 
Absolutely ne 
precaution had been taken. The Burst 
took the girls to a physician and I' 
was found that the youngest was a1 
ready slightly infected. 
As the worn 
an'a husband was a laborer and eoulc 
not afford to hire help, and as then 
was no hospital provision in the coun 
ty for the care of such cases, th* 
nurse made a personal appeal to ant 
of the wealthy women of the com 
nmnity and interested her in the child 
A woman attendant was provided, th* 
children were Instructed to keep urn 
of their m other’s room as much at 
possible, and to remain out of doors 
all the time during the day. The lives 
of those two children were undoubt 
edly saved. 
In the same town during her month's 
stay there the nurse induced a four 
teen-year-old boy, who was 
almosi 
blind, to undergo an operation whici 
saved his sight; induced a family o; 
five who were living in an insanitary 
two-room shack, to move into anothei 
house which they thoroughly cleaner 
In the meantime, and which cost then: 
no additional rent; and interested tin 
local women’s clubs in looking aftei 
the poor. 
She visited the schools and fount 
the toilet facilities very offensive. 
In this typical small rural countj 
she discovered 22 cases of tuberculosis 
16 cases of defective vision, and about 
SO cases of other diseases. 
When sht 
arrived In ‘own she was informed tha 
“there is hardly any tuberculosis here. 
This brief review of the work of on* 
of these nurses in a single county is 
indicative of the possibilities of this 
work in every county. 
The employ 
ment of a regular nurse by a public 
spirited association 
in 
the averagt 
small city will, in the course of a yen 
or so, materially curb the spread oi 
the various communicable diseases.
